Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1963. 

Details  will  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  Report.  The  following 
is  a summary  of  the  main  Items; - 

Population. 

The  estimated  population  increased  a little  over  the 
previous  year,  but  has  remained  more  or  less  static  over  the 
past  15  years. 

Births. 

The  Birth-rate  was  down  on  the  previous  year,  and  is 
lower  than  the  National  Birth-rate.  There  was  one  (l;  Still-birth 
and  no  Illegitimate  births. 

Deaths. 

The  general  death-re te  was  higher  than  the  previous 
year  and  was  considerably  higher  than  the  National  death-rate. 

This  is  offset,  to  some  extent,  by  the  large  proportion  of  deaths 
in  the  70+  age-group. 

There  was  a considerably  high  number  of  deaths 
attributed  to  cancer,  and  this  coupled  with  2 infant  deaths,  had 
an  appreciable  effect  on  the  total  death-rate.  On  the  other  hand 
there  were  no  accidental  deaths,  or  deaths  attributed  to  Tubercul- 
osis. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  disease  was  low  during 

the  year. 

Environmental  Hygiene. 

There  were  no  serious  sanitary  problems  in  the  Distric 
It  is  felt,  however,  that  the  standard  of  receptacles  used  by 
householders  for  refuse  could  be  improved. 

With  regards  to  housing,  there  are  still  over  100 
applications  for  re-housing,  and  also  approximately  50  premises 
falling  within  the  category  4 to  5. 

The  standard  of  food  control  and  hygiene  is 
satisfactory. 

Conclusion. 

I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council,  and  the 
Officers  for  their  continued  co-operation  and  courtesy  during 
the  year.

The  source  of  supply  is  the  Precelly  gathering  grounds  and 
Impounding  reservoir  in  North  Pembrokeshire.  £ branch  main  from 
the  Precelly  trunk  main  supplies  the  Neyland  service  reservoir. 

The  water  is  a typical  upland  surface  water.  It  is  filtered 
and  chlorinated  as  it  leaves  the  impounding  reservoir.  Regular 
routine  sampling,  both  bacteriological  and  chemical  is  carried 
out  by  the  Engineer  in  charge.
